Approved continued planning 
on four major projects for the 
coming school year, including; 
completion

mezzanine, addition of outdoor 
lighting, completion of the 
amphitheater and construction 
of stadium concession and 
restroom facilities. 
The Van Dyke firm of Redding 
will convert the north half of a 
warehouse (Building 2800) into a 
fire science facility which in­ 
cludes living and working space 
for fire science students. Van 
Dyke, with a figure of $36,998, 
was low bidder of seven firms 
bidding.

estimate on the job was $32,000 


The apparent low bidder on 
construction of a 6,000 foot 
warehouse was Wemacar, Inc. 
of Redding, with a figure of 
$97,278 
When questioned on 
their figure which appeared out 
of line, the Firm said it had 
made a mistake in calculations 
and asked to withdraw the bid. 
T rustee

Voting Age Decision

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate has put the squeeze on 
Rep. Emanuel Celler, D-N.Y., 
81-year-old chairman

House Judiciary Committee, by 
voting to lower the voting age to 
18. 
The Senate added the lower 
voting age limit, which Celler 
strongly opposes, to a bill he 
strongly supports, one that 
extends for five more years a 
law designed to protect Negro 
voting rights in the South. 
Senate passage of the com­ 
bined package by a 64 to 12 vote 
Friday created a quandary for 
Celler, who as chairman of 
House conferees will be under 
heavy pressure in the House to 
accept the Senate bill. 
“I’ll fight it, come hell or high 
water,” vowed Celler after the 
Senate action 
Celler, the dean of the House, 
having served there since 1922, 
has long opposed lowering the 


voting age. And he particularly 
opposes doing it the way the 
Senate wants it done — by 
statute rather than by con­ 
stitutional amendment. 
“When we consider how easily 
the adolescent is inflamed, how 
easy for him at that age to see in 
patterns of black or white,

Celier, the dean of the House, 
having served there since 1922, 
has long opposed lowering the 


voting age. And he particularly 
opposes doing it the way the 
Senate wants it done — by 
statute rather than by con­ 
stitutional amendment. 
“ When we consider how easily 
the adolescent is inflamed, how 
easy for him at that age to see in 
patterns of black 
or 
white, 
w ithout 
shadings, 
we 
can 
readily 
understand 
why 
the 
demagogue, the dictator and the 
hypnotic orator have been able, 
historically, to capture the youth 
of the land,” says Celier. 
“ T here 
a re 
sound 
psychological reasons why the 
age of 21 has been considered 
the begining of m aturity.” 
But Celier will have a hard 
time winning his fight The 18- 
year-old voting provision has 
wide support in the House and 
its inclusion as part of a voting 
rights bill makes it doubly at­ 
tractive to the liberals. 
It will be Celler’s aim to go to 
conference with the Senate on 


the bill in hopes of getting the 
senators to back down. But the 
big vote in favor of a lowered 
voting age should stiffen Senate 
resistance. 
The Senate position is further 
buttressed 
by 
the 
fact 
that 
D em ocratic 
L eader 
Mike 
Mansfield is the leading sponsor 
of the voting age provision. 


It also has the support of 
House Democratic Leader Carl 
Albert of Oklahoma. “ When you 
send a m an into battle, he ought 
to have a chance to vote back,” 
said Albert Friday in endorsing 
the Senate bill. 
“ C o n s c r ip tio n 
w ith o u t 
representation is tyranny,” he 
said. 


The Senate, in turn, rejected 
the House-passed m easure and 
voted to extend the 1965 act until 
1975. The act is credited with 
adding nearly one million blacks 
to the voting rolls, in seven 
Southern states.

Ways To Use Hay Cubes 


DAVIS — The hay cubing 
industry is here to stay 
in 
( alifornia, 
and 
livestock 
operators — dairymen in p ar­ 
ticular — are working out new 
and more efficient ways to use 
cubes 
Mixing cubes with corn silage 
is proving highly successful for 
some dairymen. The next step 
may well be a complete mix of 
cubes, silage, and concentrate, 
according to U niversity of 
California dairy farm advisors 
UC farm advisors and dairy 
specialists joined with livestock 
industry experts and spokesmen 
for the California Grain and 
Feed Association in a series of 
conferences on hay cubing 
during F ebruary. (Stockton, 
Feb. 18; Petaluma, Feb. 19; 
Tulare, Feb. 24; Ontario, Feb. 
25.) Among the chief points 
made during the series of 
meetings were these: 
1. For many dairymen, the use 
of hay cubes 
apparently 
is 
making money — despite the 
higher price for cubes, and the 
need for special equipment to 
feed them. 
“Considering that there is less 
waste in a system for storing 
and feeding cubes, as well as 
lower labor costs, and that there 
often is a slight increase in milk 
production, the higher initial 
cost of cubes usually is at least 
offset by their advantages,” 
said Vem Marble, Extension 
agronomist, UC-Davis. 
But an individual dairym an 
still should m ake his own 
decision. “Whether he can hold 
production 
costs 
down 
by 
changing to a cube feeding 
operation depends largely on the 
size and individual feeding 
program of the dairy,” said Neil 
C. Quesenberry, Tulare County 


farm advisor. 
“The key to the whole problem 
is for each individual dairym an 
to calculate the net cost of feed 
per pound of energy consumed 
by the cow in feeding bales as 
compared with cubes — and see 
which will do the best job for 
him under his conditions,” said 
Shirl E. Bishop, R iverside 
Countv farm advisor. 
2. Mixing cubes with silage 
works well for some dairymen. 
“ Many are finding that if they 
mix cubes and silage, and in 
some cases concentrate also, 
they can get a complete diet in 
the manger, which the cows will 
not separate,” said San Joaquin 
County Farm Advisor Granville 
A. Hutton Jr. “ In this type of 
operation, our dairymen use 
self-unloading 
wagons 
for 
fenceline feeding. I predict that 
more dairym en will be feeding a 
com plete ration in outside 
mangers in the future.” 
Farm Advisor Bishop added: 
“ Digestive upsets have been 
eliminated by feeding silage or 
green chop with the cubes. 
Feeding 
co ncentrates 
w ith 
cubes in the form of a complete 
ration also has resulted in no 
digestive upsets.” 
3. In Sonoma County, F arm 
Advisor E arl W. Holtz reported 
on savings in time and w astage 
gained by a cube-feeding system 
compared to baled hay (stored 
and fed in the same barn) and 
chopped hay. Time spent per 
cow, he reported, was 
3.2 
minutes per day for baled hay ; 
.7 of one minute with chopped 
hay; and only .15 minute with 
cubes. Estim ated wastage was 
over a quarter of a pound per 
head per day with baled hay; 
about one-third of a pound with 
chopped hay; and zero with 


Pest-Free Pistachios 
Possible Says Expert 


MODESTO (A P ) 
Rejoice, 
all you pistachio ice cream nuts. 
A farm expert says there are 
prospects 
of 
p est-free 
pistachios. 
P istachios 
presently 
a re 
periled by plenty of problems, 
ranging from wet feet to crown 
rot. 
But, experts say, none are 
insurmountable. 
“Pistachios do not tolerate 
wet feet,” says Karl W. Opitz, 
University of California hor- 
ticulturalist. 
Wet feet can be 
avoided by not planting them in 
mud puddles, or other areas of 
poor drainage. 
Crown rot also can be avoided 
by planting in well drained soil, 
as it is dampness that fosters the 
rot organism. 
The only other pistachio 
plague, verticillium wilt, nor­ 
mally can be avoided by not 
planting the trees in ground that 
has 
been 
cultivated 
to 
vegetables, which are ver- 
ticillium-susceptible. 
There’s only one insect with a 
fondness for pistachios, the 
chalcid, but it inhabits only a 
small area near Chico and is the 
object of an eradication drive. 
While root knot nematodes 
can cause setbacks, they can be 
done in by fumigation. 
Thus by judicious selection of 
planting sites and a bit of 
fumigating, it should be possible 
to prosper in the pistachio game. 
At a recent growers meeting, 
experts noted that California 
has an advantage over other 
areas, pistachiowise. The bulk 
of the crop comes from Greece, 
India and Iran. 
But they’re 
smaller, and because of insect 
damage and improper handling 


the shells m ust be dyed to hide 
the mottled shells. 
A pistachio grove can reach 
the break-even point in only six 
y ears, b u t doesn’t hit full 
production until after 20-25 
years. The trees produce heavy 
crops one year, little or none the 
next. 
Only the females bear 
fruit. 
Pistachio nuts are small, with 
a thin shell that opens naturally 
upon reaching maturity. 
They 
are roasted before eating, and 
are popular as an ice cream 
flavoring. 
M arketing prospects, say s 
Opitz, are good. “There is room 
for at least 15,000 more acres in 
California without any danger of 
disturbing the present economic 
picture.” 


A nother speaker said the 
outer shell is a nutritious cattle 
food, richer than barley, ad­ 
ding: 
“We anticipate the sale 
of the hulls—when there is a 
sufficient volume processed in 
California—will pay 
a 
large 
portion of the cost of dehulling, 
roasting and packaging.” 


Unhulled nuts sell for about 60 
cents a pound and the processed 
product goes for about 90. 
And the little goodies are 
practically like an annuity. The 
trees produce for hundreds of 
years, averaging 100-150 pounds 
of nuts a year.

4. Meanwhile, production of 
hay cubes continues to boom. Ed 
Jacoby, chairm an of the hay 
committee of the 
California 
Grain and Feed Association, 
told dairymen during the con­ 
ferences: “ In 1965, 100,000 tons 
of cubes 
were produced 
in 
California We had the birth of 
new industry. By 1969, the figure 
was over 420,000 tons, and there 
were 100 field cubing machines 
and seven stationary machines 
in 
o p eratio n .” 
Total 
hay 
production in California during 
1969 was about 7,000,000 tons, 
Jacoby said. 
5. California beef cattle and 
sheep operators 
continue 
to 
make widespread use of cubes, 
again because their advantages 
— less wastage, often better 
gains — offset their higher 
price. 
“Alfalfa cubes have become a 
com m on ingredient in beef 
cattle feeding programs during 
the last few years,” said C. J. 
Elam, consulting nutritionist of 
Santa Ynez. “ Proportionally 
greater quantities are used in 
calf rations 
than 
in feedlot 
finishing rations, but the total 
tonnage used in finishing rations 
may be 
larger. 
It is more 
common in the cattle feeding 
industry today to include alfalfa 
cubes as a part of the ration, but 
not as all of it. Cubes are used in 
place of ground hay.” 
W. Jam es Clawson, Extension 
anim al scien tist, UC-Davis, 
reported tria ls have shown 
clearly that “ alfalfa cubes can 
be effectively fed to sheep.” 
“They can be fed in bunks or 
on the ground with less wastage 
than baled hay,” he said. “ It is 
observed that the cubes weather 
better than baled hay.”

Find Hydatid Disease 
In Tehama County 


Coyotes in Glenn and Tehama 
Counties have been found to 
have a high incidence of hydatid 
disease, 
a cyst infection in­ 
volving tapeworms, Dr. I.K.M. 
Liu, a veterinarian with the 
C alifornia 
D epartm ent 
of 
Agriculture, told an audience at 
the 4th Annual V erteb rate 
Conference Tuesday at the El 
R ancho 
Hotel, 
W est 
Sacramento. 


On the other hand, coyotes in 
other parts of the state have so 
far been found free of the 
disease which may be tran­ 
sm itted 
from 
anim als 
to 
humans. 
Typical cycle of the disease is 
for dogs to eat the flesh of sheep 
which 
died 
from 
hydatid 
disease. The dog contracts the 
disease and transm its it to his 
m aster. Hydatid cysts the size 
of a baseball or larger may 
develop in the liver of an in­ 
fected person, Dr. Liu said. 
They may also form in the lungs, 
brain or other organs of the 
human body. 
Not only coyotes but deer were 
found 
infected 
with 
hydatid 
disease in Glenn County, and 
this was the first time such 
anim als were found infected by 
the disease in the United States, 
the veterinarian said. 
Dr. Richard L. Parker of the 
U.S. Public Health Service in 
A tlanta, 
G eorgia, 
told 
the 
conference that rabies today is a 
public health threat of some 
magnitude. He reported that the 
Pasteur treatm ent for rabies is

That, folks, is why Wilbur 
Corwin, 58, descendant of the 
family which planted the first 
com m ercial walnut groves in 
the Hemet-San Jacinto Valley 64 
years ago, is getting out of the 
business. 


The whine of a power saw, 
cutting English walnut trees into 
$28 a cord fire wood, echoes over 
Corwin’s 100 acres, which is half 
of what he once had. 
“We’d like to sell our land and 
quit farm ing,” Corwin told an 
interviewer. “But you can’t do 
that 
these days. 
Nobody’s 
buying land these days. There’ll 
be a few acres of nuts around 
here for quite a while. It’ll

has one of the highest incubation 
periods of any disease, 
Dr. 
Parker said, relating that a 2 4 - 
year-old boy had died of rabies 
133 days after being bitten by a 
rabid house cat. 
Rabies has been found in the 
United States for nearly 100 
years, and buffalo hunters and 
trappers in the old West often 
contracted 
rabies. 
R abid 
skunks were so prevalent in 
those days that they were called 
“ phobia cats,” 
and cowboys 
devised a deep canvas canoe­ 
like structure called a “ skunk 
boat” in which they slept to 
avoid being bitten by a rabid 
skunk. 
The present predator control 
program of the U.S. Departm ent 
of Agriculture was launched to 
fight rabid skunks, Dr. Parker 
recalled. 
Some 3,000 cases of rabid wild 
anim als are reported each year 
in the U.S. and the disease has 
been 
increasing among wild 
animals in recent years. 
M ost hum an exposure to 
rabies comes from dog bites, 
folloowed by bites from rabid 
skunks, raccoons and bats. 
Although cases of humans being 
bitten by rabid bats are rare, 
men have received rabies in­ 
fection through simply being in 
heavily infested bat caves.

Mercury poisoning found in 
the flesh of game birds in 
Canada, Tulelake, California, 
and other parts of our country 
has shown levels that are well 
beyond what is considered safe. 
In Arizona 
a 
death 
and 
possible permanent blindness 
were traced to the consumption 
of pork from swine which had 
been fed on mercury treated 
seed. 
Mercury is not new to the 
farming scene, it’s been used for 
years in the treatm ent of seed. 
But it’s been only the last few 
months 
that 
the 
retentative 
aspect of mercury has been 
emphasized. However I doubt 
that anyone at any time has 
failed to recognize the toxic 
qualities of mercury poisoning. 
New regulations aimed at a 
reduction in the chances of 
human or animal exposure to 
mercury have been adopted on 
an emergency basis 
by the 
C alifornia 
D epartm ent 
of 
Agriculture. 
Jerry W. Fielder, director of

regulations

Corwin is the largest producer 
in this area, which along with 
the Elsinore area accounts for 
m ost of R iverside C ounty's 
acreage.

Forty years ago 90 per cent of 
walnuts were grown in Southern 
California, Corwin said, but now 
95 per cent are in central and 
northern California, where land, 
water and taxes are cheaper. 
Corwin’s uncle, Acie Cox, put 
in 10 acres of the area’s first 
commercial walnuts in 1906 on 
$275 an acre land. Similar land 
now sells for $5,000 an acre or 
more.

Pest-Free Pistachios 
Possible Says Expert 


MODESTO (A P) 
Rejoice, 
all you pistachio ice cream nuts 
A farm expert says there are 
p rospects 
of 
pest-free 
pistachios. 
P istach io s 
presently 
a re 
periled by plenty of problems, 
ranging from wet feet to crown 
rot 
But, experts say, none are 
insurmountable. 
“Pistachios do not tolerate 
wet feet,” says Karl W. Opitz, 
University of California hor- 
ticulturalist. 
Wet feet can be 
avoided by not planting them in 
mud puddles, or' other areas of 
poor drainage. 
Crown rot also can be avoided 
by planting in well drained soil, 
as it is 'dampness that fosters 'the 
rot organism. 
The only other pistachio 
plague, verticillium wilt, nor­ 
mally can be avoided by not 
planting the trees in ground that 
has 
been 
cultivated 
to 
vegetables, which are ver- 
tic illium-susceptible. 
There’s only one insect with a 
fondness for pistachios, the 
chalcid. but it inhabits only a 
small area near Chico and is the 
object of an eradication drive. 
While root knot nematodes 
can cause setbacks, they can be 
done in by fumigation. 
Thus by judicious selection of 
planting sites and a bit of 
fumigating, it should be possible 
to prosper in the pistachio game. 
At a recent growers meeting, 
experts noted that California 
has an advantage over other 
areas, pistachiowise. The bulk 
of the crop comes from Greece, 
India and Iran. 
But they’re 
smaller, and because of insect 
damage and improper handling 


the shells must be dyed to hide 
the mottled shells 
A pistachio grove can reach 
the break-even point in only six 
y ears, but doesn’t hit full 
production until after 20-25 
years. The trees produce heavy 
crops one year, little or none the 
next. 
Only the females bear 
fruit. 
Pistachio nuts are small, with 
a thin shell that opens naturally 
upon reaching maturity. They 
are roasted before eating, and 
are popular as an ice cream 
flavoring. 
M arketing prospects, say s 
Opitz, are good. "There is room 
for at least 15,000 more acres in 
California without any danger of 
disturbing the present economic 
picture.” 


A nother sp eak er said the 
outer shell is a nutritious cattle 
food, richer than barley, ad­ 
ding: 
“We anticipate the sale 
of the hulls—when there is a 
sufficient volume processed in 
California—will pay 
a 
large 
portion of the cost erf dehulling, 
roasting and packaging.” 


Unhulled nuts sell for about 60 
cents a pound and the processed 
product goes for about 90 
And the little goodies are 
practically like an annuity. The 
trees produce for hundreds of 
years, averaging 100-150 pounds 
of nuts a year.

Mosquito control is effective 
today because a num ber of

Me told the Council of 
C alifornia G row ers recently 
that m osquitos produce the 
chemical when over population 
threatens their food.

trappers in the old West often 
cc-r tra c ted 
rabies.

those days that they were called 
“ phobia cats,” 
and cowboys 
devised a deep canvas canoe- 
like structure called a "skunk 
boat” in which they slept to 
avoid being bitten by a rabid 
skunk 
The present predator control 
program of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture was launched to 
fight rabid skunks, Dr. Parker 
recalled 
Some 3,000 cases of rabid wild 
anim als are reported each year 
in the U.S. and the disease has 
been increasing among wild 
anim als in recent years. 
Most hum an exposure to 
rabies comes from dog bites, 
folloowed by bites from rabid 
skunks, raccoons and bats. 
Although cases of humans being 
bitten by rabid bats are rare, 
men have received rabies in­ 
fection through simply being in 
heavily infested bat caves.

Corwin is the largest producer 
in this area, which along with 
the Elsinore area accounts for 
m ost of R iverside C ounty’s 
acreage. Production has been 
declining in the county for years 
as growers move north. 
Forty years ago 90 per cent of 
walnuts were grown in Southern 
California, Corwin said, but now 
95 per cent are in central and 
northern California, w here land, 
water and taxes are cheaper. 
Corwin's uncle, Acie Cox, put 
in 10 acres of the area's first 
commercial walnuts in 1906 on 
$275 an acre land. Similar land 
now sells for $5,000 an acre or 
more.

Conn 
— tried to block the 
Senate Antitrust subcommittee 
from sending the Wisconsin 
Insurance Commission a con­ 
fidential report on the Hardware 
Dealers Mutual Insurartce Co. 
The 
three 
insurance 
musketeers rose as one on the 
Senate floor to protest that we 
quoted them out of context. We 
are only sorry we cannot print 
the whole record of their 
scheming behind closed doors, 
but are pleased to oblige with 
Chapter Two of their exploits. 


The confidential report ac­ 
cused company executives, plus 
Assistant Defense Secretary 
Robert Froehlke, a former 
executive, of trying to reap a $10 
million insurance bonanza at the 
expense of their policyholders. 


Sen. Phil Hart, D-Mich., the 
subcom m ittee 
ch airm an , 
wanted to forward the report to 
the Wisconsin authorities or, at 
least, to permit the staff con­ 
sultant who wrote it, Bernard 
Webb, to testify at the Wisconsin 
proceedings 
For two hours, the Senators 
squabbled behind closed doors 
Hart, the coffee cups empty 
around hi:n, his throat dry from 
carrying the policyholders’ side 
alone, continued to insist that 
the subcommittee should not be 
“sitting on the analysis and 
sitting on the fellow 
who 
knows.’’ 
“We have a hold on this 
report,” retorted Hruska. “This 
is our property.” 


WHY ALL THE SECRECY? 
Then crotchety, old Sen. John 
McClellan, D-Ark., strode into 
the hideaway and demanded to 
know what all the secrecy was 
about. 
“ Why was this taken in 
executive session?” he asked. 
Hruska volunteered that he 


had requested the secrecy 
because of "the meddlesome 
and officious nature of the 
subcommittee if it goes into the 
Wisconsin 
Insurance 
Com­ 
missioner’s office and says, 
‘Here is some dirt we dug up.’ ” 
McClellan 
cast 
his 
in­ 
vestigator’s eye on a chart that 
had been drawn up of the 
takeover attempt. He looked 
around the table and growled: 
“From the looks of this chart, I 
would say it looks like some 
manipulation going on here. 
Sombebody is making a wind­ 
fall.” 
Fong, president of Hawaii’s 
Grand Pacific Life Insurance, 
had tried to suppress the report. 
But he knew the insurance 
business too well to deny Mc­ 
Clellan’s charge.

Hart immediately seized on 
Fong’s statement.

Wage-Price Freeze 
Gaining Support

proposal of Sen. Fred Harris of 
Oklahoma to control inflation 
through limited price and wage 
freezes is gaining support as the 
cost of living continues to rise. 
Harris proposed in a speech 
Feb. 20 at Oklahoma City that 
the President create a National 
Economic Equity Board with 
authority to impose wage and 
price freezes for periods up to 
six months to help cool off the 
economy. 
Since that time the proposal 
has gained some support in 
Congress and also from con­ 
stituents back home, according 
to Harris’ office. 
Harris said he plans to in­ 
troduce legislation in the form of 
an amendment to a major bill 
already before Congress in 
order to get quick and urgent 
action. 
Several leading lawmakers, 
including Arkansas Sen J. W. 
Ful bright, have said it will take 
wage and price controls to halt 
inflation as long as the country 
is at war. 
But they have said it was a 
drastic step to take, and only the 
Oklahoman has been willing to 
advocate such measures. 
“None of us like the idea of 
wage and price controls, but the 
system I propose would be far 
preferable to the misguided 


ad- 
economic policies of this 
ministration,” Harris said 
Early last summer Treasury 
Secretary 
David 
Kennedy 
warned that control might be 
necessary. This was denied by 
the White House, and Kennedy 
later repeated the warning. 
"Inflation is at its worst since 
1951, interest rates are at their 
highest level since 'the Civil War 
and people are being laid off 
their jobs in alarming num­ 
bers," Harris said. 
The senator said a board such 
as he proposes could have great 
effect in persuading industry to 
set up voluntary guidelines on 
prices and wages. 
President Nixon so far has 
shied 
away 
from 
any 
suggestions for wage and price 
controls. Some in Congress say 
the 
term has a 
negative 
psychological affect because it 
recalls such controls during 
World War II

The big moment of spring for fishermen has come to Red Bluff. 
The Sacramento River is full of Spring salmon now so get out 
your M2’s and head out for the old salmon hole. Fish are running in 
the 18 lb. class. There is some difficulty in getting a boat in. 
Probably the best launching areas will be below the dam, Pollards, 
Tlunter’s, Balls Ferry, Old Mouth of Battle Creek. The Bend and 
Red Bluff ramps are still silted in. 
Some of the better fishing holes should contain some good 
action. The water is still muddy but a little bit of anchovy or sardine 
tied properly onto your lure should produce strikes while you’re 
sitting anchored.Use plenty of anchor rope so your boat won’t drag 
downstream. Use a larger lure say, T50 if you want the action 
slowed. In slack water you can use a U20 in Chrome. Trolling, a Hot 
Orange Hot Shot or a Russelure are favored lures along with River 
Punts, bombers etc. Waters in the river are not extremely low but 
using caution and judgement when using your boat on the river is 
good sense. Some of the shallow areas are harder to read as are 
near surface obstructions. The releases at Keswick are now run­ 
ning around 7500 cfm That means the water level is much lower 
than usual in the summertime. That also means very good con­ 
ditions for salmon fishing. So by this time next week you should 
have boated a few fish. See you on the river.

Fish are running in 
the 18 lb. class. There is som e difficulty in getting a boat in. 
Probably the best launching areas will be below the dam, Pollards, 
tlunter’s, Balls Ferry, Old Mouth of Battle Creek The Bend and 
Red Bluff ramps are still silted in. 
Some of the better fishing holes should contain some good 
action The water is still muddy but a little bit of anchovy or sardine 
tied properly onto your lure should produce strikes while you’re 
sitting anchored.Use plenty of anchor rope so your boat won’t drag 
downstream Use a larger lure say, T5G if you want the action 
slowed. In slack water you can use a U20 in Chrome Trolling, a Hot 
Orange Hot Shot or a Russelure are favored lures along with River 
Punts, bombers etc. Waters in the river are not extrem ely low but 
using caution and judgement when using your boat on the river is 
good sense Some of the shallow areas are harder to read as are 
near surface obstructions The releases at Keswick are now run­ 
ning around 7500 cfm That m eans the water level is much lower 
than usual in the summertime. That also means very' good con­ 
ditions for salmon fishing. So by this time next week you should 
have boated a few fish, See you on the river.

NEW YORK (AP) - One of 
the huge and apparently un­

There is, therefore, something 
to be said for the flexibility and 
timeliness of Ed Sullivan’s 
weekly hour. Much of the time it 
is a live show or, like Sunday 
night’s CBS program, it was put 
together a short time before the 
broadcast date. 
If Sullivan’s popularity seems 
to be flagging, the show can be 
built up on short notice with big 
star names. If a new face or new 
fad appears suddenly, the face 
or the fad can be added quickly 
to the next show.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — One of 
the film world’s most ac­ 
complished director-writers and 
Hollywood’s most noted wit gets 
closeup treatment in a new 
book, “The Bright Side of Billy 
Wilder, Primarily.” 
There must be a dark side to 
Billy Wilder, but you won’t find 
it in this biography by Tom 
Wood, an accomplished writer 
who has been publicist on six 
Wilder movies. 
Nevertheless, “ The Bright 
Side of Billy Wilder. Primarily” 
makes stimulating reading for 
all those interested in film art 
and lore. And what a job it does 
on the Marilyn Monroe legend! 
Austrian-born, Wilder was 
m akin g his name in the German 
cinema until Hitler caused a 
mass flight of Jewish in­ 
tellectuals. Wilder came to 
Hollywood without funds and 
lived part of the time in the 
unused ladies’ room of the 
Chateau Marmont — “just me 
and six small toilets.” 
He learned the American 
idiom by listening to the radio 
and soon found work writing 
scripts. He became a top writer 
in collaboration with Charles 
Brackett, 
then 
turned 
to 
directing as well. He developed 


an acute eye for American 
foibles, as he demonstrated with 
“Double Indemnity,” “The Lost 
W e e k e n d , ” 
‘ ‘S u n s e t 
Boulevard,” “Ace in the Hole,” 
“Stalag 17,” “Seven Year Itch,” 
“Some Like It Hot” and “The 
Apartment.” 
Wilder, normally a patient 
director, was sorely tried on the 
two films he made with Marilyn 
Monroe. Her tardiness and 
inability 
to remember lines 
helped put “Some Like It Hot” 
three weeks and $800,000 over 
the budget. 
After the picture was com­

Film Slow-Up Affects 
Industry's Relief Fund 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - The 
film community’s concern over 
the production slowdown ex­ 
tends beyond bread and butter 
matters of today. It also could 
affect the industry’s relief fund, 
a unique experiment in welfare 
planning. 
“I don’t think there's anything 
like it in America,” said William 
T. Kirk, executive director of 
the 
Motion 
Picture 
and 
Television Relief Fund. He cited 
welfare plans of garment and 
mine workers, but added that 
none offers the same range of 
benefits, supported by industry 
and labor. 
Since 1928, a large percentage 
of the fund has come from 
payroll deductions and that’s the 
reason for concern. 
“ So far, the studio con­ 
tributions have held up,” Kirk 
remarked. 
“But if the current slump in 
employment continues, we may 
have difficulty maintaining our 
program .” Last week, film 
unemployment was figured at 
42.8 per cent. 
A visit to the Motion Picture 
Country House and Hospital 
dem onstrates how extensive 
that program is. The facility is

Problems Between 
Taping And Time 
Of Broadcasting 


NEW YORK (AP> - One of 
the huge and apparently un­ 
sol vable problems that con­ 
fronts most of television’s en­ 
tertainment producers is the 
months that elapse between the 
week in which a program was 
filmed or taped, and the .hour .in. 
which it is broadcast. 
Debbie Reynolds, for just one 
example, had completed nine 
programs in her new series by 
the end of last July. The public 
saw the first one in September 
and 
by 
mid-October the 
producers knew that, something 
was wrong. But it was too late 
for first aid. The series never 
recovered and was not renewed 
for next season. 
There is, therefore, something 
to be said for the flexibility and 
timeliness of Ed Sullivan's 
weekly hour. Much of the time it 
is a live show or, like Sunday 
night’s CBS program, it was put 
together a short time before the 
broadcast date. 
If Sullivan’s popularity' seems 
to be flagging, 'the show can be 
built up on short notice with big 
star names. If a new face or new 
fad appears suddenly, the face 
or the fad can be added quickly 
to the next show

HOLLYWOOD (AP> - One of 
the film world’s most ac­ 
complished director-writers and 
Hollywood’s most noted wit gets 
closeup treatment in a new 
book, “The' Bright Side of Billy 
Wilder, Primarily.*’ 
There must be a dark side to 
Billy Wilder, but you won’t find 
it in this biography by Tom 
Wood, an accomplished writer 
who has been publicist on six 
Wilder movies. 
Nevertheless, “The Bright 
Side of Billy Wilder, Primarily” 
makes stimulating reading for 
all those interested in film art 
and lore. And what a job it does 
on the Marilyn Monroe legend! 
A us trian-born, Wilder was 
making his. name in. the German 
cinema until Hitler caused a 
mass flight of Jewish in­ 
tellectuals. Wilder came to 
Hollywood without funds and 
lived part of the time in the 
unused ladies' room of the 
Chateau Marmont — “just me 
and, six:,small toilets.,.’" 
He learned the American 
idiom by listening to the radio 
and soon found work writing 
scripts. He became a top writer 
in collaboration with Charles 
Brackett, 
then 
turned 
to 
■directing as well. He 'developed 


an acute' eye for American 
foibles, as he demonstrated with 
“Double Indemnity,” “The Lost 
W e e k e n d , ” 
“ S u n s e t 
Boulevard, 
“Ace in the Hole,” 
“Stalag 17,” “Seven Year Itch,” 
“Some Like It Hot” and “The 
Apartment.” 
Wilder, normally a. patient 
director, was sorely tried on the 
two films he made with Marilyn 
Monroe. Her tardiness and 
inability 
to remember lines 
helped put “Some Like It Hot” 
three' weeks and 1800,000 over 
the budget. 
After the picture was com­ 
pleted, Wilder told a reporter his 
health had greatly improved — 
“and I can look at my wife 
without wanting to hit her 
because she's a woman.'Asked 
if he would do another film with 
Marilyn, he replied that his. 
doctor, 
psychiatrist and ac­ 
countant told him “I’m too old 
and too rich to go through this 
again.” 
His comments brought an 
angry telegram from Marilyn's 
husband, Arthur Miller. Wilder 
replied to him that “the com­ 
pany pampered her, coddled her 
and acceded to all her whims 
The only one who showed any 
lack of consideration was 
Marilyn, in her treatment of her 
co-stars and co-workers.” 


Film Slow-Up Affects 


Industry's Relief Fund 
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HOLLYWOOD (AP) - The 
film community’s concern over 
the production slowdown ex­ 
tends beyond bread and butter 
matters of today. It also could 
affect the industry's relief fund, 
a unique experiment in we.lfa,:re 
planning. 
“I don’t think there's any thing 
tike it in America,” said William 
T. Kirk, executive director of 
the 
Motion 
Picture 
and 
Television Relief Fund. He cited 
welfare plans of garment and 
mine workers, but added that 
none offers the same range of 
benefits, supported by industry 
and labor. 
Since 1928, a large percentage 
of the fund has come from 
payroll deductions and that’s the 
reason for concern. 
“'So far, the studio con­ 
tributions have held up.” Kirk 
remarked. 
“But if the current slump in 
employment continues, we may 
have difficulty maintaining our 
program.” Last week, film 
unemployment was figured: at 
42.8 per cent 
A visit to the Motion Picture 
Country House and Hospital 
demonstrates how extensive 
that program is The facility is 


located at the far end of the San 
Fernando Valley in a pleasant, 
oak-shaded community. The 
grounds look more like a quiet 
college campus than a place for 
the sick and elderly of the film 
Indus, try. 
The hospital is fully equipped 
and accommodates 180 patients 
The Country House, a senes of 
handsome bungalows, holds 55. 
Average age: 81 
A new addition is the Lodge, 
which provides board and care 
for 18 outpatients. "Because of 
the increasing hospital costs — 
10 per cent a year — we need to 
find ways to get almost-well 
patients out of the hospital while 
still providing care,” Kirk ex­ 
plained

“We’re always looking for 
ways to' 'take care of more 
people,” Kirk said. “One of our 
next plans is the construction of 
850 apartments for retired 
people. The rent would be about 
$110 a month, and they would 
have access to health care and 
entertainment, 
the same as 
those in the Country House ” 
All this takes money, and the 
fund is supported by the efforts 
of industry leaders 
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
